The arrange- 
ments are so complete in every detail 
that the inconvenience to the President is 
reduced almost to a minimum. The bed upon 
which he is now lying is so carefully adjusted 
that the vibrations .are hardly noticeable. 
The train ran from Washington to Baltimore 
at an average speed of thirty miles per hour.

Departure From the White House. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., September 6.—Pres- 


P ‘ t isp 4 
ident Garfield Wa8 removed from the Execu- 


tive Mansion at anearly hour this morning to 
the special train at the depot which was to 
convey him to Long Branch. 
His removal was successfully accomplished, 
witbout any mfshap or noteworthy incident. 
The entire route was kept clear of vehicles 
by policemen stationed at every intersecting 
street. A number of people remained up all 
night outside the gatesin front of the man- 
sion, and by the time the conveyance con- 
taining the President’ passed through the 
gates about 150 persons had assembled to 
witness the departure and to obtain a glimpse 
of the patient. When the Presidential party 
reached the depot perhaps 2,000 persons had 
gathered there. The crowd was vory quiet 
and orderly, and the transfer of (@® Presi- 


dent from the conveyance in which he rode to \@ 


the car was watched in silence and with appar- 
ent solicitude lest some accident might occur. 

The President appeared greatly emaciated, 
and his face,though careworn and thin, seem- 
ed natural. At the depot and after the 
President had been placed upon his couch in 
te var Gen. Swaim said the patient had not 
been disturbed or disquieted in the least, but 
Oh the contrary seemed to enjoy the ride. 
Ad precisely 5:40 the President was carried 
fromthe sick-room to the express wagon 
which had been backed up to the steps of 
the front portico by Drs. Bliss, Reyburn 
and Boynton, Gen. Swain, Colonels Rockwell 
afid Corbin and Messrs: C. O- Rockwell and 
Warren Young, who remained with the pa- 
tient during his removal to the depot. The 
President was reclining in a peaceful posi- 
tion on the bed upon which for so many days 
he had been suffering and fighting for life. 
His right hand was laid upon his breast, while 
his left hand was stretched at full length 
upon the coverlet. His high forehead was 
covered by a linen cloth, and his features, 
though entaciated, wore a patient and resign- 
ed expression. A small platform had been 
erected from the portico tothe wagon, and 
across this the bed was tenderly and careful- 
ly carried and deposited in the wagon. There 
was no mishap whatever inthe transit, and 
when tbe horses were hitched tothe veticle 
and started at 5:50 forthe depot, a fecling 
of relief took possesion of the by-stand- 
ers, forinthbe opinion of many the most 
perilous portion of the journey had been ac- 
complished. The conveyance was preceded 
to the Gepot by carriages vontaining the re- 
mainder of tbe.party which was to accom- 
pany the Presidentto Loge Branch. As tne 
express wagon moved away from the Kxecu- 
tive Mansion the President feebly but cheerily 
lifted his left hand and waved 
farewell] to the inmates of the house who hid 
assembled onthe porch to wish him G@od- 
speed on his journey. The wagon was driven 
slowly through the grounds of the mansion 
and down Pennsylvania avenue to the Balti- 
more and Potomac Depot, the horses at no 
time being driven faster thana walk. At the 
bead of each borse stood a man ready to as- 
sume control of the animals in case of need. 
Fortunately no such precaution 
was necessary. The = ride to the 
depot being accom plished without 
anv incident occurring worthy of note. The 
crowd which followed was orderly and anx- 
ious, not only forthe safe transportation of 
the patient, but also to catch a glimpse of his 
face. This it was not difficuit to do, as the 
curtains of the wagon were rolled up to en- 
able the President to breathe’ the 
ain morning ‘air, which at that 

our had not become sultry. The 
depot being reached, the horses were 
detached from the wagon, which was backed 
up to the car selected for the removal of the 
President, and the same gentlemen who hai 
before performed the duty of transferring 
the patient from the White House to the 
wagon removed him from the wagon to the 
railroad car.

socia! position into which they are born. 
Southern women to this day, as a rule, are 
not bhelp-meets for men nor companions nor 
fellow-workers. They are rather the fine 
ladies to whom the knights must pay hoin- 
age, and be chivalrous—an arrangement pret- 
ty enough where wealth abounds, but awful- 
ly inconvenient where poverty demands very 
piactical views of life. The explanation of 
the whole situation lies in the fact that sl«- 
very made all work a sort of degradation io 
the estimation of the Southern people. The 
women of the lowest class of Southern whites 
always worked, and worked more like Euro- 
pean peasants or Indian squaws than like 
women of a civilized country. They very 
fro quently did und do manual labor in the 
tield. Many women among the slaves wore 
wothed afield with the men; and the white 
females who had no social position to lose 
did likewise. This class uow, under the nev 
system of things, would be the most fortu- 
nate of allif they bad not in a measure al- 
ready forfeited theic respectability in too 
munvy instauees by the necessity of earning a 
living by hard work. The factory girls eu- 
ployed in the Southern cotton mills are maia- 
lv of this class. The virtue of some of thein 
is ulways so cheap that the whole class has io 
2: measure fallen into at least a suspicious 
| social level. 
This peculiarity of Southern society—this 
lack of all practical chances in life for womeu 
—is the very key toa proper understanding 
of all the social questions of the region. The 
| old caste feeling yet livesf and lives strong 
- enough to cause much inconvenience, not to 
say suffering. Year by year it becomes less. 
| A few bold women who break the bars that 
| bind them and bravely make a new depart- 
| ure command respect and inspire emulation. 
But suppose the most of them were ever so 
willing to become practical, what 
could they find todo? The real philanthro- 
pistis he who will make honorable avo- 
' cations for women in the south. However 
' democratic the men of the old aristocratic 
_ families may become, the region can not be- 
| come thérougbly American until the women 
' are set free, and the unnatural and artificial 
barriers thathedge them @re broken down. 
Anexcellent example of this difference be-

JOE MILLER’S JESTs. 


Some Remarks on His Life and Work 
Apropos of an Anniversary. 

From the London Daily Telegraph. 
A Sunday contempo bas reminded the 
town that to-day (Aug. 15) is the anniversary 
of the death of Joe Miller. The fact is wort 
recalling, less for the sake of the almost obso- 
lete collection of droll anecdotes known as 
‘$Joe Miller’s Jest Book,” than in view of the 
curious controversy which, fora greater part 
of a century, has been continued among 
scholars and collectors of “‘ana’’ as to whether 
Joseph Miller, comedian, was a funny fellow 
ora dull dog, a sayer of good things ora 
person so utterly incapable of understanding 
a joke that all tbe facetious stories in circu- 
lation during his epoch were ironically 
fathered upon him. Our contemporary seems 
to favor the theory that Joe was 
less. witty himself than the cause 
of wit in others, and remarks that “he was 
considered by his contemporaries to be chiefly 
remarkable tor the gravityof his demeanor 
and for the fact tbat he was completely inno- 
cent of joking.” “Gravity of demcanor’’ is, 
we apprebend, little, if at all, inconsistent 
with agenius for jocularity. Democritus, 
who, next to Diogenes, said, perhaps, more 
good things than any other pbilosopher of 
antiquity, is described as “very melancholy 
by nature, averse to company in his later days, 
and much given to solitariness.”? Douglas 
Jerrold, one of the keenest wits of the Vic- 
torian era, was not oaly grave, but anxious, 
in demeanor: and Thomas Hood the elder, 
who could make “screaming” joke even out 
of the complication of maladies which tor- 
tured bim, was facially the picture of sad- 
ness. When weturn tothe two great mas- 
ters of humor and pathos of our age, it will 
be remembered that the havitual expression 
of Charles Dickens Was one of concentrated 


sternness, and that the ordinary mien 
of William Makepeace Thackeray 
was of extra-judicial gravity. Now, 


Joseph Miller may have looked solemn 
enough as he sat night after night behind a 
church-warden pipe ,in the -parlor of the 
Biack Jack Tavern, Portsmouth .- street, 
Clare Market; yet, at the sume time, he may 
haye been as fond of a joke and us capable of 
comprehending it as Mr. John Lawrence 
Toole is reported to be. At all events,if he 
did not originate droll stories himself, he 
mav have been an appreciative listener to or 
an assiduous collector,of the. waggeries of 
other people. Thereis, for example, a Lost 
of good stories in the “Table Talk” of Samuel 
Rogers. but the outward and visible appear- 
ance of the banker-poet was the reverse of 
mirthful. It was ghastly and cadaverous to 
an alarming degree, so much 80, indeed,that 
a French footman,to whom Rogers had, on 
entering u room, given by mistake the card of 
Thomus Moore instead of his own, announced 
him to the company a **Monsieur le Mort.”’ 
There is extant an extremely rare print,de- 
signed and engraved by Wm. Hogarth as a 
ticket for his friend Joe Miller’s benefit at 
Drury Lane Theater on the 20th of April, 
1717. The acter is delineated in the charac- 
ter of Sir Jes, Whittoll in Conzreye’s com- 
edv of *The Old Bachelor,” and the student 
ofthe engraving will scarcely fail to notice 
| the curious resemblance of the features and 
| general expression to those of an admirable 
; low comedian of the past generation—Lis- 
ton. The last benetit night of “Joe” Miller 
was in April, 1756, and in theAugust of the 
same vear he diedat the comparatively early 
age off4. The paragraphs announcing his 
death inthe newspapers ofthe period bear 
witness not only to his having been greatly 
) adlmired as an actor, but to the- deep 
esteem in which his personal char- 
| acter washeld. He was interred in the buri- 
; a)-ground of the parish of St. Clement Danes, 
; in Portugal street, Strand, and on the tomb- 
stone erected to his memory was inscribed an 
| epitaph, written by Stephen Duck, the 
' * Thrasher Poet,’”’? so mercilessly satinized bv 
| Swift, setting forth that “*Honest Jo Miller’’ 
’ gyas “fa tender hu sband, a sincere friend, and 
a facetious companion.” His *‘‘humor, wit 
and hen@ty” «are thrice alluded to in the 
i verses Which conclude the inscription. Surely, 
the Sir Joseph Whittoll in Congreve’s play, 
' the Young Clincher in Farquhar’s “Constant 
Coup‘e,”’’? the “premier comique,’’ pot only 
{ atO.d Drury, but at Bartiemy, Greenwich 
| and May Fairs, could hardly have been «a stu- 
' pid man into whose head not even a sur- 
vival operation could sueceed in forcing a 


joke. 

Joe Mi ler, however, had beer dead some 
yveurs ere he became famous as a maker of 
i jeste. Among the company who frequented 
| the Black Jack was a Playwright of small ta!- 
| ents aud smaller means, named Mottley. The 
popular productions of the day included com- 
plications of stale jests and stories newly 
vamped up with a few additions and varia- 
tions: and it was a2 common trick to place on 
the title of one of these cheap books the name 
of some person of recent celebrity in order to 
give it an appearance of novelty. Thus, in 
the sixteenth century, there had been 
*“Scogan’s Jests” and “Skelton’s,”’ with oth- 
ers attributed to “Tarleton,” ‘*‘Ilobson,”’

Hugh Peters, and especially to Peele. Inthe 
century following a jést book was christened 


rical booth manager, and there were also 
“*Poliv . Peachum’s’’ aad ‘‘Ben Jonson's 
Jests.” It was reserved for Mr. Peter 
Cunningham in the ninetoenth century 
to gather from unimpeachable _histori- 
cal record the best stortes of 
Nell Gwynne and the best stories of 
King Charlies II. The ‘Merry Monarch” and 
‘‘pretty, witty Nellie’ said between them 
some of the wittiest and withal original 
things that were ever uttered. It has been 
pointed out thatit speaks strongly for the 
celebrity of “‘Ifonest Jo’ that he should not 
have been long in ‘his grave when his name 
was thought sufficiently popular to grace 
the title of avolumeof “facetix,’’ which was 
published in 1739 as “Joe Miller’s Jests; of, 
the Wit’s Vade Mecum,”’ the compiler, Mott- 
ley, assuming the nom de plume of “Elijah 
Jenkins, I’sq.,’’ and stating in his preface 
that the contents had been carefuliv collected 
in the company and many of them transcrib- 
ed from the mouth of the facetious gentle- 
man Whose name they. bear. The reason for 
the amazing popularity which “Jo Miller’s 
Jests’’ attained seems to have been that the 
collection was not a mere “*basticcio” under 
a different name of what had been published 
scores of times before, but that it was a selec- 
tion from the best jokes current about town 
at the period.

THE MORPHINE HABIT. 


Story of a Woman who Cured Herself

Nothing that has been written in tnis Cce- 
partment since its opening has drawn out so 
many letters as the paragraph with the above 
headivg, which appeared February *, issl.

I have ro decided taste 
for them, and soitwas with morphine. fut 
after it has been taken long enough to get the 
habit fixed, if suddenly withdrawnI think 
one might die of exhaustion, and that the sys- 
tem would be incapable of raliying except by 
the use ofa-substitute. In my case it was 
given almost at first in doses ofa grain each 
every two hours for several weeks, {1 do not 
know for just how many. by my physictan. 
Then he lessened the doses. ’Pwas given me 
hypodermically, and continued for a long 
time till my whole system was saturated with 
it. I didn’t know I was living and dependent 
onit. My nurse was taught to admin‘ster it 
whenever necessary, and she, kind creature, 


but ignorant as [, after leaving 
me, used to come. twice daily, 
saying and thinking I wouldn’t need it 


after I got strong. ButI didnt cet strong. 
At Fast I said I would have no more, and for 
two days did not. By that time I was so ex- 
bausted from cramps, terrible headache—for 
nota drop of water, milk, lime-water or 
anything would stay on my stomach—that 
the doctor was sent for, who immediately ad- 
ministered morphine and I was relieved.

Switzerland than those at present open. The 
Emperor justly estimates the value of the en- 
terprise in stating thatitis not only of im- 
portance to Austria and Hungary, but that 
it will greatly influence the intern«tional 
traftic between the East and West of Europe. 
To the anacbronists, however, who still 
preserve some kindly regard for ancient as- 
sociations and the amenities of nature gener- 
ally, these Alpine tunnels are hateful works 
of art. A railway over the Brenrer Pass was 
not quite what the old-fashioned traveler 
cared to see. Butin time he reconciled it, as 
he had reconciled the still more imposing 
Semmering line, with his «thetic conscience, 
and came to regard the Mont Cenis and St. 
Gothard Tunnels andthe Vesuvian Railway 
as inevitable features in a dull world with 
jittle regard for sentiment, but a great deal 
for conveniences that bring dividends to the 
people who risk their money in contriving 
them. Mont Cenis and its tunnel are, how- 
ever, now devoid of novelty, and in the 
course of the outumn St. Gothard and its 
line of underground excavations 
will be part of the road which 
may be said to begin at Immensee, on the 
Lake of Zug,and end &t Milan, which it 
unites with the Cisalpine saystem of railways. 
There has, indeed, been some talk ofjpiercing 
Mont Blane, though, happily, before this is 
done we shal] have time to recover our shat- 
tered ideas of the fitness of things,and regain 
what composure Sir Edward Watkin has left 
us by the announcement thatthe submarine 
bore between Dover and Calais “tis simply a 
question of timeand money.’? The Arloerg 
works are, however,much nearer completion. 
It is little over a year since the project was 
first mooted, and soquietly have the con- 
tractors been going about their business 


ofthe watershed between the Rhine and the 
Danube has excited less attention than the 
importance of the enterprise deserves. 

The Arlberg is, indeed, one of those Alpine 
passes of which the foot is better known that 
the summit. The iron horse has not yet 
reached its base, and though the road, blast- 
ed, in places, through the Alfenzthal out of 
the solid rock, is sufficiently picturesque, 
most travelers hound for the T'vrol prefer the 
roundabout railway journey by way of Mu- 
nich and Innsbruck to having their bones 
shakenin the diligences that ply between 
Bluden, and the pleasant town on the Inn. 
But in many respects this spot, which is now 
being pierced, is geographically far more im- 
portant than some others of more historical 
note. It is the watershed of the two greatest 
rivers of Europe, and may thus be fairly en- 
titled to the distinction of holding, as it were, 
the balance between the Northern and South- 
ern Germanic States. To the one belongs 
the waterway which, after coursing through 
ine faizest portion Of Luvgpe, crééPs bet weet 
mud flats aha Dutch siuicés into the German 
Ocean. To the other, the stil! greater river, 
which, after supplying ports to so many 
States, discharges itself into the Black Sea 
and is, therefore, almost lost to commerce. 

The contractors who have undertaken to bore 
through the Ariberg have a less difficult task 
before them than that presented to M. Favre 
| and his colleagues, and still less arduotis than 
that of the tunneler of Mont Cenis, for they 
have not the experience of their predecessors 
to guide thein. Nor can the cost be, yard for 
vard, more. For what amount the Arlberg 
nnel will actually be completed it would be 
rash to affirm. The St. Gothard boring—or. 
rather, the succession of fifty-nine tunnels 
of which the work consists—has_ ab- 
sorbed, it is said, £6,800,000. But the 
obstacles which unexpectedly intervene to 
retard the progress of such undertakings are 
always unknown factors in calculating their 
rice.. Already the firms engaged in pierc- 
ng the Arlberg have for several months been 


tract, which stipulated that they were to 
excavate something like 10 feet per diem. 
Up to May their progress was not so great as 
this, especially on the western side of the 
mountains, where the rocks are tougher than 
those on the eastern slope. The work was 
further impeded by the inrush of immense 
quantities of water; but this enemy of the 
engineer having been subdued, the undertak- 
ing is now proeeeding at an even more rapid 
rate than that prescribed in the bond. Alto- 
cether nearly 6,000 yards have been’ 
bored, the greatest headway being, however, 
made on the eastern side, where the 
tunnel is already considerably more than 
3,000 feet from the surface. It must, there- 
fore, bea long time before it can be utilized 
for traffic purposes. For even after the ma 
task is completed the approaches have still 
to be made, and a hundred diftliculties over- 
come, such as those which have hitherto 
gy the utilization of the St. Gothard 

oring. Once completed, bowever, it will 
afford a quick route from Switzerland and 
France to the Western provinces of Austria. 
The first region to be benefited by the rail- 
way running under the Arlberg will, of 
course, be the Vorarlberg, but Salzberyg, 
Styria, Upper and Lower Austria, Tyrol and 
Istria willall be tapped by it. 


Drowning a Chinese Widow. 
From the North China News. 

On the evening of the 30th of June, while 
the steamer Peking was lying alongside the 
hulk at Hankow, the officers witnessed an at- 
temptto drown a woman from a Sampan 
close to the Janding steps, onthe part of two 
men, one of whom was seen to push her into 
the water. Mr. Morganof the Customs ser- 
vice, who saw the occurrence from the shore, 
ran down the steps and rescued the woman, 
the water there being only about six feet deep. 
When he pulled ber out ofthe water it was 
found that her bands were tied behind] her 
and that a large stone was fastened around 
her neck. She said to her rescuer, “Maskee! 
more better I dia.” When she recovered 
from the effects of ber bath she 
went home. At4:30a. m.the nextday she 
was “successfully drowned’’ by her two 
brotbers-in-law, the men whose attempt had 
been frustrated on the previous day. They 
took her out this time into the middle of the 
river,and, baving attached a line to her waist, 
as well as pinfioned her afms and fixed a stone 
around her neck, they pushed her into the 
water as before. After life was extinct they 
pulled the body up by the line round the 
waist, took it ashore, and buried it with the 
usual funeral rites. The crime of the de- 
ceasedl was stated to be that “she refused to 
marry an oid man; she, being a fine, bloom- 
ing widow, wanted something better.” The 
details of the actual murder were taken to Mr. 
Morgan by some Chinese, who witnessed 
both events. and the murderers themselves 
told bim fhat it would have been better if he 
had not interfered with their first attempt.

THE SMALL-POX SCARE. ~ 


Ohio Avenue People Anxiously 
Watching for rreliminary 
Symptoms. 


A Run on the Health Department by 
Doctors for Vaccine Matter. 


_ The sudden run on the Health Department 
for vaccine virus shows that small-pox has 
not lost its terrors as a dreaded disease. Four 
days ago a “‘nest’’ of five cases was discov- 
ered on Ohio avenue, north of the Gravois 
road, and two or three of the patients were 
in an advanced stage of eruption. 
The two families, sick and well 
together, were promptly removed 


uarantine. The scare that fol- 
A was not limited to the immediate 
neighborhood. There is general alarm in the 
southern part ofthe city, and parents are 
over-anxious to have all the precautions 
taken. The unexpected demand for virus 
found the Health Department unprepared. 
St. Louis pbysicians have for a long time re- 


lied on Dr. Higgins, of Manches- 
ter, in St. Louis county, for 
their “‘matter,” and for some months 


the Doctor has neglected this branch of his 
agricultural pursuits. He has, however, re- 
sumed within the past few days and informa- 
tion has been received that the calves have 
“taken” and that a good supply of ‘‘matter’’ 
will be sent to the St. Louis Health Office bv 
Thursday morning. AH eallers are put off 
till that time, when the indications are the 
southwest corner of the City Hall will be be- 
sieged. euit-s 

A Visit was paid this morning to the Ohio 
avenue locality, where the Jungenman and 
Hossman families were living.

A Race With a Torrent.

THE McGINNIS. CIRCULAR. 


No Notice to Be Taken Unless by 
Criminal Prosecution. 


How Some of , the Country Republicans 
View the Attempt te Dewn 
the Stalwarts. 


“The McGinnis circular,’’ as that recent 
contribution to political hiterature 1s general-_ 
ly referred to, has been heard from. It was 
designed to lay out the Stalwart wing of the 
Republican party in Missouri, and the edition 
seems to have been well scattered. The de- 
partments at Washington were well supplied 
and pretty nearly every prominent Republi- 
can in the State has had one or more. The 
mailing was done in a rather erratic manner, 
as fifteen or twenty of the Half-breeds had 
constituted themselves a& committee, 
and each member’ had uudertaken 
to send a copy to every Re- 
publican he could think of. Not a few 
promiuent politicians were a good deal aston- 
ished atthe freedom witb which their ad- 
dresses were used by unknown correspond- 
ents. One mail would bringin a single copy 
of the circular,the next would contain two or 
three, and then half a dozen would come 
stringing along one after another. In each 
case the wrapper would show a different 
handwriting. The circumstances bore testi- 
mony toa persistent if not well planned cir- 
culation of the McGinnis charges. When 
somebody asked Mayor Ewing the other day 
if be bad seen the circular, he replicd: 

‘‘T should think I had. They commenced 
coming in two wecks ago. Last week I got 
themtwo and three at a mail, and no longer 
aco than vesterday one arrived.” 

A reporter called upon Mr. Chauncey I. 
Filley, chairman of the State Committee, 
this morning, andtasked if any attention was 
to be paid by himself or the committee to 
McGinnis.
